Z During the Cuban crisis last fall it was recognized that we should insure J 
maximum possible security in telephone communications* As a result of a review made, 
we persuaded the telephone company to put our leased telephone line between New York .} 
and the Seat of Government (SOG) on landline facilities rather than microwave radio L 
facilities which the Laboratory felt would be more secure* At the same time we recognized 
that if the necessary equipment could be secured to‘scramble voices on this New York-SO^| 
telephone line, the security of these communications would be increased* Since that tim^x 
Liaison has been making an extensive survey to-determine the cost of such equipment ana* 
whether any is available* Any such voice-scrambling equipment can be used only with a 1 
leased line and since the line from here to New York is our only leased line with a field ^ 
office, this is the only line on which such voice scramblers could be used* 



We know of no other scramblers immediately available and the table below 
reflects the types of scramblers which are now in use by other agencies or which are 
expected to be in use within the near future* The table also shows the cost of equipment 
for each type and the monthly rental for a leased line between Washington and New York 
for each type* The Models KY-1, KY-3, and KY-5 are not currently in production and 
their availability would depend upon release or surplus from other agencies* The special 
type of high-quality telephone line required by these models would be extremely expensive 
and in a short time would more than offset the greater- initial cost of Model KY-9 or KG-13* 
The KY-9 uses a regular telephone line and would not result in increasing the rental cost 
of our present leased line to New York 0 The KG-13 would increase the cost of that line 


by approximately $40 per month*

The Directors memorandum December 20, 1963, pointed out 
that the President had experienced interference on his telephone 
line while engaged in speaking to the Majority Leader. The 
President stated that he thought we should look into the matter. 
The Director initiated an immediate inquiry into this situation. 
In connection therewith the following progress report is being 
submitted at this time. 


Laboratory personnel immediately upon receipt of your 
call, made contact at the TVhite House and aggressively through¬ 
out the night conducted interviews of technical and operational 
personnel as well as provided guidance for a special crew of 
telephone cable specialists who worked in the Uhite House and in 
the Executive Office Building on the telephone facilities there. 

Our men conducted an immediate security check of all 
telephone lines and equipment associated with the lines in question^ / 
and no evidence of taps or other tampering was found. However, Cjsf 
there was found to be an actual defect in the telephone cable I 

running between the Uhite House proper and the Executive Office f 

Building (Old State Department Building where the bulk of the 
telephone.equipment and the switchboard are located). Two special 
telephone cable crews supervised by a Vice President of the local 
telephone company immediately began work to isolate and correct 
the defect. This involved physically tearing into the lead covered 
cable itself. Some idea of the magnitude of the problem can be 
fobtained by noting that this cable carries 1500 pairs of wires. 


The detect was finally isolated and corrected approximately 
2:30 AM December 21. As a matter of interest, the defect was 
found to .be a faulty splice which appeared to have existed since 
the initial installation of the cable. It apparently had gone

undiscovered until it came to light by vii'tue of the -installation 
only two days ago of a new telephone in the dining area. This new 
telephone used the defective line"and the nature of the defect was 
such that it effectively connected the new telephone to two separate 
telephone circuits in the same cable rather than the normal one, thus 
permitting unintentional talking or listening between two lines.

While the finding of the defect has apparently corrected the 
immediate problem, J.n view of a reported history of other similar 
instances in the past, the telephone company, under our direction 
is conducting some additional checks of their telephone line 
switching equipment on telephone company premises to determine whether 
there was any other contributory factor involved. In addition, it 
is planned that all the other circuits in the White House cable will 
be checked' to, insure there are no other similar defects existing on 
other lines in the cable. This will be done as rapidly as possible# 
but necessarily at a time which will not disrupt normal White House"'' 
telephone operations. 

As a further, matter of record, it is noted that the. White House 
telephone operator advises there was only one instance on the , 

Afternoon of December 20 in which the President advised her of trouble ^ 
on the line. .The operator stated that she was not .advised, by the ! 

President of any specific identifying information concerning the 
person interfering with the line. However, she did advise that at 
about this time the President’s daughter Miss Lucy Johnson called

President stated he was dissatisfied with the way Secret Service and the Army

The Director approved the recommendation that the Laboratory contact 
White House communications people regarding the possible clicks on the special 
wire from the LBJ Ranch and the Secret Service be advised that the President has 
specifically requested us to make checks on the line on a periodic basis.

A one of several permanently connected paths. Therefore, it was necessary to jjL* 
\ review^all facets of the far-flung network in order to pursue the potential cause & ^ 

K of clicks on* these lines. In addition, it was necessary to review service records 
S for these lines during the past six weeks. We also interviewed people at the White 
^ House knowledgeable of the communications systems, including telephone operators 
jaj and Signal Corps personnel, as well as telephonically communicating with communi¬ 
cations people at the ranch in order to duplicate, insofar as possible, the condition 
reported by- the President. ; - 

It was determined that under some conditions a predominant source! for 
clicks is a lack of visual indications when the President has completed hi^ call. 

It is the usual practice under these conditions for an operator to audibly^verify 
that the line is in use. This is done on a periodic basis. This function will cause 
Hsan audible click on the line each time the verification is made.

i noticeable reduction in the speech volume while the hand piece is off the hook and 
J will cause a click when the hand piece is removed from and restored to the switch 
hook. We are advised that there are several instruments (extensions) on the same 
line at the ranch. While these clicks would not result from normal operating pro¬ 
cedures, they may occur through inadvertent effort to use a telephone when the 
line was already in use. 

A third and less likely source for clicks is in the rare, but possible, un¬ 
predictable failure of some component in the intervening telephone company 
equipment. These lines between the LBJ Ranch and the White House receive a 
high order of maintenance and are, therefore, less likely to cause the reported 
diffi culty. A click condition was recorded only one time during the period in 
which the trouble reports were examined and the malfunction was corrected 
within a matter of minutes. The line was not in use when the trouble was dis¬ 
covered, The telephone company has provided ample reserve facilities to 
maintain communication in the event of such a failure but, nevertheless, such a 
failure may cause a click and a momentary disruption of service. 

The telephone company has provided back-up" facilities for all telephone 
lines between the ranch and the White House over completely different geographical 
routes so as to assure continuous service between these two points. Too, the 
company has made a survey and is now in the process of upgrading telephone 
facilities at the White House. This program, because of the magnitude and com¬ 
plexity of the job, the structural changes required in the areas involved and the 
need not to disrupt White House operations, will require an extended period of 
time to complete. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that Mr. DeLoach advise the President that a source of 
clicks on his telephone lines between the ranch and the White House has been 
determined to be a result of standard operating procedures under conditions where 
the operator must audibly check the line to determine whether it is still in use. 

If agreeable to the President, liaison will be effected between this Bureau and the 
telephone companies in Washington and at,the ranch to cause a modification in 
the switchboards to permit checking the busy condition by means of a xr busy signal 
light” as well as any other means available to the telephone company to eliminate 
the need for breaking into the line.

The President requested the Federal Bureau of Investigation to 
investigate the source of "clicks" on his telephone line between the Ranch 
and the White House. It was determined that the predominant source for 
the "clicks" was the operators going in on the line to verify if it was still 
in use, as there was no visual indication on the switchboard to show when 
the call had been completed. 

Pursuant to approval, special equipment has how been installed 
on the line between the Ranch and the White House to give the operator 
visual indication when the caU.is completed. This will eliminate the 
necessity for the operator to audibly check switchboard calls between 
the Ranch and the White House. During the study, it was determined 
that a similar condition exists with respect to calls other than those 
between the Ranch and the White House; for example, calls from a 
private residence or business establishment relayed through the White 
House switchboard to another residence or business establishment. A 
call made under these conditions now requires the switchboard operator 
to momentarily make an audible check on the line to verify its use. This 
verification causes a distinct "dick" on the line, in addition, calls handled 
under these conditions do not afford top-quality speech transmission.

In order to provide a visual indication for incoming calls, the 
telephone company proposes a special unlisted telephone number, with 
several incoming lines, be installed. This number should be furnished 
to the President’s callers on a need-to-know basis. These lines will 
appear on the White House switchboard and will be handled in the same 
manner as incoming calls are presently serviced. 

The telephone company also proposes special telephone lines 
for outgoing calls. These special lines will provide an improved 
conversation path to persons in the Washington area. 

We are further advised that the proposed modifications to the 
White House switchboard will in no way affect the President’s telephone 
procedures.

The.;cause of the trouble was determined to be a faulty cut-off switch on 
the-telephone instrument maintained in a lower desk drawer in this hearing roony The 
switch failed to break the circuit upon the completion of a call that had been made to the 
extension on which the proceedings in the hearing room could be heard. One of the 
clerical staff advised that at about 10:00 a.m. this morning he had placed a telephone 
call on this'defectiye set to the extension in the other room and, after hanging up>it 
was theiaulbof the "equipment that the connection had not been broken and thereafter 
persons picking up (the instrument in the room on the extension called could hear the 
conversation?

our experts examine telephone company records of the routing of specific telephone 
lines and they physically inspect points of access to these lines on the telephone 
company exchange premises. 

This activity by the FBI has been regarded by telephone company personnel 
as a normal function of the FBI. 

The Long Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure of the 
U, S, Senate Committee on the Judiciary is pursuing many avenues of inquiry in 
conducting its investigation of wiretapping. The Chief Counsel of this Subcommittee, 
Bernard Fensterwald, Jr., has questioned personnel of the local telephone company 
here in Washington regarding any knowledge they may have of FBI activity relating to 
wiretapping or whether they have been contacted by the FBI for information as to the 
routing of any telephone lines which could be used for wiretapping. Fensierwald 
has been told that no such requests have come to telephone personnel whom he has 
questioned and that the per sons questioned should be in a position to know of any such 
requests. These contacts between the Subcommittee and the telephone company 
ioccurred between July 1964 and November 1965, 

The telephone company has therefore not felt that our security checks 
constitute a request from the FBI relating to the investigation of wiretapping being 
conducted by the Senate Subcommittee. 

This information is presented in view of the current investigation of this 
Senate Subcommittee relative to wiretapping and their specific questions directed at 
the FBI. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the Electronics Section of the Laboratory continue this 
three step program of checking the security of the telephone lines of Bureau officials 
as has been done in the past.

Marvin Watson, who called this meeting and who served as chairman, stated 
he would appreciate the views of this group, particularly Mr. Hoover l s and the FBPs, M 
relative to several matters bothering' him regarding security., He gave, as an example.the ^ 
individual arrested yesterday within 2 blocks of the White House who shot off a rifle in thej 
area.

He mentioned that one year ago at Christmas time the President had a notice placed on the 
wire services that members of the press and all their families would be welcome at the 
White House the following day. He mentioned this did not allow time for the appropriate 
security checks. Watson agreed and stated that the President, in concurrence with the 
Director 2 s previous recommendations, does not want anyone invited to the White House . 
unless this individual at least has been checked through the files of the FBI. Watson cited 
the example of the Buffalo contractor who had a criminal record and who was invited to 
attend a State Dinner. This man was telephonically advised at the last moment that he was 
not to attend. The FBI name check on this man reflected that he had a past criminal record. 
The man and his wife showed up anyhow and were admitted to the social event by the White 
.House Police. This man was the first to greet the President upon the Presidents arrival 
and the last to bid him good night. Rowley indicated that neither the White House Police 
nor the Secret Service had been advised that this man was not to be admitted to the White 
House. 


Watson told the group that the White House was picketed 166 times during 
1965. Rowley stated that additional protective features are carefully being added insofar 
as picketing is concerned. The Director stated that the group must consider the fact that 
any steps taken to tighten security will be picked up by the press. He added that despite 
this fact the security of the President and the First Family must be considered paramount 
and the criticism of the press should be ignored. .The Director stated in his opinion there 
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should be a marked diminution of the number of passes held by the press. He stated this - 
number had obviously pyramided over the years. Watson agreed. The Director continued 
chat press passes should be recalled and a screening given before new passes were issued. 

He stated here again there would be criticism, however* the added security would be well 
worth the risk involved. The Director briefed the group on security at FBI Headquarters, 
he stated it was absurd for White House staff members to leave classified documents on 
their desk. He stated there is a firm rule at FBI Headquarters that all work must be locked 
up at night and that this work was hot to be left in the respective desks. The Director 
stated that there was, of course, no such thing as total or complete security. He cited 
the example-of aTass newspaper representative taking his press pass back to the Soviet 
Union with him upon transfer,. The Director stated this was dangerous because Soviet 
► espionage representatives are notorious for their forgeries, " j 

! 

The Director reiterated that press passes should be collected and reissued 
following an appropriate screenig,Ke- stated that procedures should be devised wherein 
• pressmen are not allowed to bring their friends into the White House or to attend press ; 
conferences \yith the President, He gave the example of the young man whose father was j 
in the penitentiary at the time but who was allowed to have his picture taken with the | 

President after being admitted with a press contact. The Director also gave examples of ! 
dangerous infiltrations by unknown individuals in both the Hoover and Roosevelt administra- ]' 
tions. The Director stated there were more visitors today than there were in previous * 

years. He stated that we have a very gregarious President today who has the practice of t 

walking around the White House outer fence, sometimes with tourists. The Director | 

concluded by stating that he personally felt that the practice of unknown visitors being \ 

allowed to wander around the corridors of the White' House is extremely bad. He reiterated j 
there obviously will be criticism by the press if security is tightened^, however, this | 

criticism will .pass within 5 days, t ! 

-The Director made the observation that the White House should adopt * j 

stringent security procedures and should indicate to the press that this was done on the j 

recommendations of the FBI and Secret Service. He stated this would serve to remove 
criticism or blame being placed on the President or the White House staff. Watson stated * 
he was very grateful for the observation and thought it was an excellent one. f 

* . I 

Watson stated he recently took a little walk around,the kitchen entrance to 
tile White House. He, noted there were 60 people in and around this locality. In the shelter 
I area there are sometimes 250 or 300 individuals.' He stated that these totals were 
completely unnecessary and that one newcomer to the White House had volunteered there ‘ ' 
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were 50 per cent more people than necessary currently employed at the White House* 


Rowley stated there was a meeting held 2 months ago at which time the 
Secret Service volunteered to issue new passes and invoke extreme security measures. 

He stated he* was. still prepared to take tins step. He stated he agreed with the Director 
that the habit of staff members leaving documents on their desks at night is a dangerous 
one* Rowley continued that actually these staff members are protected when the documents 
are removed for safekeeping, inasmuch as the documents might conceivably be 
picked up by a newspaper man and published. Rowley advised that each staff assistant 
should be responsible for his own office,, He mentioned the Truman administration had 
suffered a very bad experience in that a newspaper man had gained unauthorized access 
to a staff office and picked up valuable data which was later published. Only, thereafter, 
would Truman order proper security procedures* Rowley stated that each administration- 
is different insofar as security is concerned* Usually good security is not promoted until 
some embarrassing situation occurs* 


Watson stated that the press should be prepared in advance through proper 
briefing and guidelines as to security* 

The Director stated that the various U. S* embassies abroad, some of which 
contain FBI offices therein, maintain tight security through usage of the U* S* Marine 
Corps. Any violations of security are promptly reported to the Ambassador and in turn to 
the Secret ary of Stat e* There is, therefore, a precedent already established for good t 


security* | |stated this was a very important point and that frankly good security, 

should be a standard Government procedure*’ The Director replied that this; was the 
uniform policy of the State Department in all embassies* 


Watson advised that he would appreciate receiving a report containing i 

recommendations of both the FBI and Secret Service* He stated that if additional security ! 
personnel were needed, this should be one of the recommendations. He advised that he ! 
would like concurrence of the FBI and Secret Service regarding the procedures currently j 
being established regarding telephone security. He then spoke of the numerous individuals, J 
some very profane, who called the White House and are often switched to male, operators j 
because of their usage of vulgar language* The Director stated that none of us have a 
complete conception of the number of "screwballs" loose in the United States today* He j 
spoke of his appearance before the Warren Commission and-the example of the number of ; 
psychopaths, subversives, etc*, approximately 2,500 total, who potentially could be along 
the motorcade route of the President when,he. travels to New York City. 
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I I stated that he-thought the President’s staff assistants should be ' 
briefed on the dangers of allowing unknown visitors to frequent "White. House corridors, ; 

s \ 

; Watson reiterated that he particularly wanted the recommendations of the 

Director and Rowley regarding security procedures, * , 

I | stated, that he felt the FBI and Secret Service should consider 

recommending legislation which would prevent pickets from gathering immediately in front 
of the White House. He explained this was not a method to prevent legal demonstrations but 
, merely a security .procedure so that pickets could be relocated in an area not adjacent to 
the White House. The Direct6r r cpnsidered this to be a very wise suggestion. Rowley stated" 
that he had considered this once before and had discovered that Wayne Morse would definitely 
object to such legislation or change ofi procedures. The Director stated that Senator Morse ; 
was kicked in the head by a horse at a young age and. had .never recovered. He stated that ; 
very few people pay any attention to Senator Morse. The Director reiterated the policies 
of the FBI with respect to physical security; He spoke of security procedures .at CIA and t 
the Atomic Energy Commission. He advised that there is obviously a precedent for strong j 
security. " ' , * "V. " b6 j

Watson stated that-there were 12, 740 telephone calls of a threatening or j 

profane nature made to the White. House in. 1965; These calls were referred to the Secret i 

Service, The Director stated that the Pr esident or Watson sho.uld/fiS^orced to take telephone 
calls from mental cases or crackpots. Watson .stated that current telephone procedures I 

called for the identification of the caller before the call is put through. He stated this did j 
not happen, however, one .night last week when ah individ ual called from California using J 
the name of | The caller was put through to the j 

living quarters in the mansion and the President picked up the phone only to find himself j 
talking to a crackpot, Watson continued that a person should not object to being identified. ! 
He stated this was not a violation of civil rights. The Director agreed and advised that this j 
was similar to individuals objecting to having their fingerprints taken, jj 

| indicated that the White House pass system has been redesigned, j 

He stated.that he knows.that the Secret Service will agree with every procedure that tjie ’ j 
Director had recommended. Watson reiterated that the press will necessarily be briefed 
prior to . security procedures being placed in effect He stated he did not want’these { 

procedures to be publicly r,uined before they are initiated. 
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Johns stated that Hie ultimate in security "would be to have all White House 
passes turned into guards upon the departure of the individual visiting the White House. He 
stated this procedure would probably never be. placed in effect, however, it would definitely 
prevent individuals taking passes away from the White House and keeping them. He added 
that usually when White House passes are recalled, the holder of such passes claims that he 
has .lost the pass. The holder undoubtedly desired to keep this pass as a memento or a 
prestige factor. Watson stated that he was definitely for the recommendation of making out 
new passes. 

The Director stated that he ‘believed that potential criticism of the press 
should not prevent security measures being placed into effect He stated that a number of 
press representatives usually have mental halitosis. He added that press criticism wou 
definitely fade away within a few days. Watson requested that this opinion of the Director... 
be placed in the FBI report to be furnished to him. 

Watson asked the Director to also put an opinion in the FBI report relative 
to including press representatives oh the Presidential Jet. He stated that he was against 
having such representatives aboard inasmuch as it was difficult for the President and staff 
assistants to discuss business with press representatives present. Watson added that he* 
would appreciate the Director including in his report thetiact that the President, while in 
motorcade, should travel in a "bubble-top" limousine. 

Johns spoke up to say that he thoughtthe final report of FBI and Secret 
Service '.should include alternatives or varying degrees of security. He explained that if 
Watson and the President refuse to. go along with one modification they might perhaps^ 
accept a less stringent alternative. Watson agreed. 

I ~I stated that if the White House passes are not recalled there 

definitely should be an expiration date placed on new passes to be issued. He continue 
that a need should be established, for White House passes in each individual case. The 
Director stated this was a very sound opinion. 

Drawing the meeting to a close, Watson stated he greatly appreciated the 
assistance of the Director. The Director indicated that he was glad to be of help. Watson 
added he would appreciate receiving a report from the Director and Rowley of Secret 
Service as expeditiously as possible. 
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' . The Director replied that the views of Secret 

Service and FBI concerning security at the White House and protection of the President 
were usually very compatible. ;

Watson stated that the Director might give consideration to joining Secret k /c 
Service in issuing-a joi nt or com bined report. The Director stated this would be ; 

satisfactory with him. I "I told the Director that Secret Service will have their report ! 

ready by the middle of next week. He stated this report would be submitted to the FBI-for 
our consideration.

Upon departing, the Director instructed me to have a rough draft report i 
prepared concerning FBI recommendations. We will then use such recommendations in our 
overall consideration of the joint report to be issued by the FBI and the Secret Service. 

I am having Liaison supervisor Bartlett of the Domestic Intelligence Division 
get in touch with Secret Service and discreetly ascertain the previous and current 
recommendations being considered by Secret Service. Special Agent Leinbaugh, who 4 
assisted me in the personnel security survey at the White House made two years ago, will 
work with Bartlett and me in drawing up rough draft recommendations and then making a j 
final set of recommendations to the Director which will take into consideration the Secret \ 

Service report in all aspects. The Director will then be in a position to indicate whether ' 

or not he agrees with the Secret Service recommendations.
